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A Forthcoming List to Meet an Emergency 


By its compiler, Dorts Hort, New York Public Library 


N an editorial entitled “What is a Readable Book?” in the March number 
of the Booklist, Miriam D. Tompkins has interestingly and briefly graded 
the reading and non-reading public into five levels of reading experience : 

Group I represents those persons who enjoy such a book as Spengler’s De- 
cline of the West; Group II, those who can profitably follow the Reading 
with a Purpose series; Group III, those who find all too few books like 
Krapp’s America suited to their taste; Group IV, that host of Ameriéans 
with seventh- or eighth-grade reading ability, but with men’s and women’s 
interests and points of view; and Group V, those who are still struggling 
with the difficulties of learning to read and cannot yet be called effective 
readers. A graphic delineation of this grouping would show a sharply in- 
creasing number of persons in each group from I to IV and then a decline, 
Group IV representing the largest number, or about half the total adult 
population. This group is seldom found in libraries for few books are 
written in language simple or attractive enough to satisfy its need, and it 
has to rely on the newspapers and pulp magazines for its literature. It is 
hoped that in the future, material suitable for this large group will be avail- 
able. 

Many experimental studies are being made by librarians and educators, 
investigating aspects of this famine of simple books. An impetus has been 
given to the search for a solution to the problem by the recent economic dis- 
turbances which have so changed the conditions surrounding people’s lives, 
and brought a new leisure into the picture and a new group with new de- 
mands into libraries. With five-day weeks and six-hour days, with C. C. 
camps and adult day and evening schools, every pressure is being brought 
to bear upon the librarian and the educator, the publisher and the writer, 
to answer this call which is coming with a new intensity. 

At the A. L. A. Conference in Chicago last October the Sub-Committee 
on Readable Books sat down and faced the issue squarely. Upon a request 
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from Mr. Milam, they signified their willingness to prepare, for immediate 
use, a suggested list of subjects on which elementary reading material was 
needed for the current adult educational activities of the government, states, 
and cities. Within two days this was completed and that list of subjects 
forms the basis of the work done in a search for books sufficiently simple 
in text, attractive in format, and suitable in content to be useful to librarians 
and teachers in their work with adult groups; particularly in interesting 
those readers of limited ability in Group III, and to a smaller extent those of 
Group IV, as described by Miss Tompkins. 

Under the joint auspices of the A. L. A. Board on the Library and 
Adult Education and the American Association for Adult Education, plans 
were formulated to issue, at the earliest possible moment, a list of such books 
as are described above. The staff assigned to the compiler was composed 
of four C. W. A. workers; the work was done at the New York Public 
Library because of its resources and proximity to publishing activities; 
work began about December first. Available lists and selective bibliographies 
were examined and a rough catalog of promising titles was made. 

In sifting many more than a thousand books, simplicity of thought and 
expression and interesting content have been the primary objectives sought. 
But the search for simplicity has often brought the workers into sharp con- 
tact with unexpected difficulties. The best book for our purpose is often 
out of print; thrilling chapters are hidden between others which are heavy 
going ; forewords, long prefaces, profuse footnotes, tabulations, poor type 
often prove to be snares which frighten away the questing reader; authors 
too often limit their public to “boys and girls’ when men and women would 
delight in their books, and we believe publishers would find a wider appeal 
if such limiting tags (which children themselves do not like) were omitted 
from the book covers and title pages. 

Often we have had to compromise, choosing a more difficult book because 
the thrilling narrative seemed to carry the heavier style. In books on current 
affairs we have stressed the critical point of view rather than the “laissez- 
faire” as being better suited to the modern temper. For informational sub- 
jects we have tried always to list books which require little or no previous 
knowledge of the subject discussed. The textbook form has been avoided 
whenever possible. We have listed pamphlets when they seemed to be avail- 
able to most libraries and to cover the subject in a simpler, fresher way than 
books. In fiction, recreational reading and books about things which are 
most familiar to the rank and file of men and women have been stressed. 
In some cases novels are put with subjects to which they are closely allied. 
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as in history, where historical fiction will be found in almost every period. 
in history itself, we have worked from the present backwards, reversing the 
usual arrangement. No attempt has been made to follow library classifica- 
tion. In fact, we have made it a point to group together whatever books we 
could find which would help to make a subject attractive and readable. 

Price and accessibility have limited choice. Books which can be purchased 
for two dollars and a half or less have been our aim, but in a few cases, 
where the book has been exceptional, we have listed a volume which costs 
as much as five dollars. We have considered no book over that price. Only 
books which are in print and published by American publishers, or those 
with an American agent, are included. We have listed enough books on 
each subject to feel reasonably sure that some of them may be found in 
most good libraries and book stores. Where the classification or title has 
not been a sufficient indication of the content of the book, an annotation 
or book note has been added. We have attempted to evaluate and indicate 
the simplicity of the book. 

An effort has been made to collaborate with Dr. William S. Gray, of the 
University of Chicago, in estimating the usefulness and readability of some 
of these books. Over a period of years Dean Gray has been concerned with 
studying factors which influence adult reading. These studies have reached 
a point where some of the early results are about ready for actual testing. 
|'xperiment has supplied some information on the subject of what qualities 
of expression make a book readable. In determining these qualities, Dean 
Gray and his students have studied and defined the reading achievements of 
various typical groups, and they have analyzed current literature for ele- 
ments of expression, and the correlation of such elements with comprehen- 
sion difficulty. The question of average sentence length, the number and per- 
centage of easy words, are of great significance in measuring the ease or 
difficulty of reading matter. 

Dean Gray has examined many of the titles included in this list and his 
ratings have been very interesting to the staff concerned with these prob- 
lems. Differences have been found as to the degree of simplicity indicated 
by these scientific measurements and our own judgments, arrived at by using 
the librarian’s traditional techniques. The forthcoming report of Dean 
Gray’s study is awaited with much interest. 

We hope that this list of over 800 titles will be found useful beyond the 
present emergency, not only to librarians, adult schools and teachers, but to 
all those concerned with the problem of book selection. The list shows per- 
haps more than anything else the great dearth of really simple and read- 
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able books for adults in all fields. Frankly, very few of the books in the 
present list are as simple and readable as is desirable for a large majority 
of those readers for whom the list is intended. It is in reality a list of near 
approaches to the type of book that is wanted. 


The list described above is a joint enterprise of the American Association 
for Adult Education, the American Library Association and the United 
States Office of Education.

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Improving Techniques in Adult Education 


By TuHurston TaAytor, Enoch Pratt Free Library, Baltimore. 


HE keen interest aroused by the successful use of the panel method 
| at the A. L. A. Conference in Chicago, 1933, suggests the desirability 

of calling to the attention of librarians the growing literature con- 
cerned with a related method, that of discussion. For without good dis- 
cussion technique, an effective panel is impossible. 

The belief that in the panel, as well as in the discussion group with- 
out an audience, more attention should be paid to technique, is not incon- 
sistent with the feeling that in both spontaneity is the quality most to be 
desired. The techniques developed by students of discussion method are 
intended precisely to insure spontaneity, and to make it progressive. They 
are concerned with such things as analysis of the types of problems and 
situations which are amenable to discussion; the kinds of questions to be 
asked in connection with each type; the nature of the objectives to be striven 
for in different situations; the estimation of success or failure in reaching 
the objectives; the relation of the leader and of the expert, to the group 
as a whole; the problem of the too talkative, the contentious, and the silent 
participant. If the promise of these studies is fulfilled, discussion bids fair 
to become the most effective method of adult education. 

A leading part in this movement was taken by The Inquiry, an organiza- 
tion which for the better part of ten years devoted itself to the collection 
and dissemination of data on conference and discussion methods. Its history 
has been told by E. C. Lindeman in Social education: an interpretation of the 
principles and methods developed by the Inquiry during the years 1923-1933 
(New Republic, 1925, $1) In this and another book, Social discovery 
(New Republic, 1925, $1) Lindeman supplies much of the philosophic 
and sociological background of the new movement. 

The books and pamphlets by Alfred Dwight Sheffield and Harrison Sackett 
l‘Iliott are the most important contributions to method. Professor Elliott’s 
Process of group thinking (Association press, 1931, $2.25) is the longest 
and most detailed study, for the use of leaders of groups; his pamphlet Group 
discussion in religious education (Association press, 1931, 50c.) can be used 
with and by groups of young people. Professor Sheffield’s Creative dis- 
cussion (Association press, 1931, 50c.) is a pamphlet simply written for 
adults—perhaps the best thing to put in the hands of all the members of a 
group which is about to undertake discussion. His Joining in public dis- 
cussion (Doran, 1922) was one of the first important books on the subject. 
It was intended primarily for members of labor organizations. In 1927, 
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Professor Sheffield conducted a pioneer course for group leaders at Columbia 
University, which is described in Training for group experience (The Inquiry, 
1929, $1.50) 

Frank Walser’s Art of conference (Harper, 1933) and other important 
items were mentioned in this space in the February number (Booklist, 
30 :167-8, F 34)
